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we've had many religious tributes to mr. Kennedy this morning we've heard many of them we have another 
now this by dr. Ralph W Stockman Minister emeritus of Christ Church in New York and mr. the NBC radio 
network national radio pulpit dr. Ralph W Stockman this is a moment when we are moved by feelings too 
deep for words we all know how deep is our sorrow but we cannot find ways to express it | have just come in 
off the streets of New York where | have seen people standing in stunned silence only two weeks ago tonight 
| sat at a table with the president only one removed from him and there his vigor of spirit and joy of living 
were so apparent was being honored as the first recipient of the family of man award by the Protestant 
Council of the city of New York the ecumenical spirit which he showed as a devout Roman Catholic in his 
attitude toward Protestants and Jews will be an inspiration to all the generations to come his alertness of 
mind and his earnestness of purpose his brilliance of ability are known to all our sorrow runs below all levels 
of political opinion and racial difference and religious variety our president president of all our people is dead 
his vigorous figure has left the horizon but his vitality of spirit and his desire to serve the land 
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spirit and his desire to serve the land he loved will remain a heritage beyond value to our children and 
grandchildren that was dr. Ralph W Stockman minister of the NBC radio network national radio pulpit we've 
just had word from Washington that a White House briefing has been concluded and forward on that we 
switched to Robert McCormick in Washington and for a direct report to her big cat blow at the White House | 
am on the North Portico of the White House where in about 55 minutes the corkage will start moving the 
body of the late President John F Kennedy from the White House to a place of honor at the Capitol where 
tomorrow thousands of people will pass by and rather today and pay their final tribute to the 35th president at 
this moment people are gathering on the wide street on the sidewalks of it in front of the White House 
Pennsylvania Avenue standing under a Sun with a bright breeze blowing against the bare trees which 
surround this section of Washington President Johnson attended church this morning he is expected here in 
about 35 minutes we'll go into the executive mansion and stay there for about 15 minutes at which point the 
Fuhrer and funeral cortege will begin military units are starting to move into position here platoon of the 
sailors walking on the street from my left to the right there are about 8 limousines drawn up and waiting on 
the circular driveway in front of the North Portico of the mansion on the military people starting 
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mansion on the military people starting to move into place after accompanying the cortege to the Capitol 
President Johnson will return to his office in the executive offices building across from the executive mansion 
itself and there will confer on the problem of Vietnam with Ambassador to South Vietnam Henry Cabot Lodge 
Secretary of State Rusk defense secretary McNamara and the special assistant to the president for national 
security affairs McGeorge Bundy the proceedings tomorrow have been made public just a few minutes ago 
by presidential newest secretary Pierre Salinger a procession will depart from the Capitol at 11 o'clock mrs. 
Kennedy and Attorney General Robert Kennedy the late president's brother will be behind the case on 
burying the body of President Kennedy as it is moved from the White House rather to the White House and 
the mrs. Kennedy and the Attorney General will get out of the car be joined by other celebrities and walking 
behind the caisson as it makes its way from the White House to st. Matthew's Cathedral the procession 
Wilkens go in this order behind mrs. Kennedy and Attorney General Robert Kennedy who are immediately 
behind the caisson will be President Johnson the Chiefs of State the heads of government Chiefs of special 
delegation the differentiation between Chiefs of State she stayed are such people as presidents and Kings 
Heads of Government are such people as prime ministers who technically are one rung below in the protocol 
to a chief of state and there will be the Chiefs of delegation the Chief Justice of the United States here a 
warrant then former 
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United States here a warrant then former presidents Truman and Eisenhower behind them will be the 
associate justices of the Supreme Court then the members of the cabinet about 16 leaders of Congress from 
both parties Democrats and Republicans the members of the Joint Chiefs of Staff behind them 11 personal 
assistants to mr. Kennedy such man is Kenneth O'Donnell the congressional relations specialist Lawrence 
O'Brien news secretary Salinger people of that rank all of these will walk behind the caisson to the church 
which is probably about a mile away the services there should conclude about one o'clock and then there will 
be a procession in automobiles to the Arlington National Cemetery about five miles away across the 
Potomac River mrs. Kennedy will be behind the hearse burying the body of the president she will be 
accompanied by other members of the immediate family and the rest of the procession will go in the order 
roughly of what it had been from the White House to the Cathedral at this moment it is still quiet no activity to 
speak of here at the White House on the North Portico photographers are positioning themselves special 
White House police in their blue uniforms and gold braids are moving easily around taking their positions 
along the circular driveway we see behind us a group of officers military officers conferring with Secret 
Service all of this in a very hushed and quiet and obviously somber moment 
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Herbert Kaplow NBC News on the North Portico of the White House Thank You herb those are the details of 
all funeral arrangements including those for tomorrow as they've just been given to herb capo of NBC News 
and now back to New York thank you Robert McCormick we have a dispatch Dateline Rome Madame 
nauseum new today sent a telegram to mrs. Jacqueline Kennedy saying the president's death must be 
particularly unbearable quote because of your habitually well sheltered life end quote madam news 
suggested that the assassination of President Kennedy was an act of God she turned it again in quotes that 
ordeal which God has bestowed on you end quote she compared Kennedy mr. Kennedy's murder with the 
slaying of her brother-in-law president no Xion Xion of Vietnam and her husband she said again in quotes 
even the wounds inflicted on President Kennedy were identical to those of Jim and her husband madam 
knew was in the United States on a lecture tour when the Vietnamese coupe who took place her three 
youngest children report to her brought to Rome she joined them there time later and now for a report on the 
USA Argentine dispute and the thinking in the Argentine about President Johnson in Buenos Aires today it 
was dissolved by the heartfelt grief of this nation over the loss of a man they considered our brother 
tomorrow has been proclaimed a national day of mourning in Argentina with all government offices and 
public businesses shut down the Solidarity of some feeling of loss is perhaps more significant in Argentina at 
this moment than anywhere else in South America the beginning of a hate America sentiment over the oil 
controversy was just starting to gain momentum toward the end 
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starting to gain momentum toward the end of the week but the news of the president's did put tears in the 
eyes of Argentina's throughout the country over what they considered their loss as much as anyone elses

event tragic though it is it does not displace the continual flow of life in this country and then includes political 
life and | think that the the chances are that this will have a fairly profound effect in in terms of the politics of 
the future for instance people were thinking of the Democratic Canada Sea as one that had no further 
importance in 1964 there was no fight coming up it was quite obvious that President Kennedy would be the 
nominee but now this is no longer so and | don't think it's disrespectful to start thinking about it now for 
instance mr. Johnson will come in to that convention having 
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will come in to that convention having been president for a total of some eight months if this does not will not 
constitute one would think a firm grip unless his achievements within that eight month period are very very 
great indeed so it is quite possible that other men within the Democratic Party it will be considered or | might 
start considering themselves without kissing well Morgan Beatty yesterday Joe thought that perhaps the 
assassination of the president might inject a certain restraint into the tenor of the political campaign do you 
feel this is going to be true that it might the usual political campaign in this country is a pretty slam-bang affair 
with no holds barred no no charges too extreme to be made but might be felt that because of the tragedy 
which the nation is experienced that there will be more restraint in the political arena that go on well Morgan 
as a wise observer who has covered many many political campaigns in his time so | think his experience is 
probably sound in that area but there are going to be differences we can't avoid them you know mr. 
Kennedy's election of course set a precedent because he was he was the first Catholic president as 
everyone has heard infinitely and often now in this period particularly in this century mr. Johnson and the 
presidency is really setting another preston mr. Johnson frequently | said that he is a westerner and he liked 
to vote with the Westerners very frequently and refers himself to a westerner but everyone does know that 
three and a half years one of his problems insofar as the electric was concerned and insofar as those who 
are thinking who should be the nominee of the Democratic Party was whether he thought of himself as a 
westerner or not many people thought of him as a southerner well they still think of him that way he is now 
there he's now in the white house his stand on civil rights therefore we know he has strong feelings on civil 
rights will 
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strong feelings on civil rights will perhaps make an important difference because here we will have a man 
who considers himself a westerner but who was considered southern by most of the nation standing firmly on 
the same civil rights platform as the president did if he continues to stand and there's every indication he will 
perhaps this will change images so far as the south is concern throughout this country just as President 
Kennedy changed some images insofar as a Catholic president was concerned and this may do something 
good if we if we can get rid of some of this sectionalism which has continued to plague us these hundred 
years after the Civil War is over you know it's interesting though we're talking about the speculation in this 
country about the future in Britain there's much speculation now as to how President Johnson becoming the 
president will affect the future of the new prime minister Sir Alec douglas-home and for a report on that let's 


bring in Kenneth Bernstein in London some British political commentators say the death of President 
Kennedy may propel the Prime Minister Sir Alec douglas-home into a more decisive role in east-west 
relations picture him as a budding leader of the Atlantic Alliance | base this view on British uncertainty over 
President Johnson's abilities and policies along with the Prime Minister's long experience in dealing with the 
Russians on a domestic political front the Tories may be expected to try to capitalize on any such newfound 
prominence in the next general election which must come within 11 months they might portray Sir Alec as 
the keystone of world peace the indispensable man the negotiator Chris Schatz can talk with even before the 
assassination Britain's were talking of a new diplomatic offensive and the Tories had been taking much of the 
credit for bringing about the nuclear test ban treaty Bernstein NBC News London Thank You kind of burns

came closest to be coming president of the United States mr. Nixon was mr. Nixon and do you think this is 
going to change mr. Nixon's thinking and whether or not he will want to be a candidate in 1964 | think that it's 
most interesting of course I'm not privy to mr. Nixon's thoughts but he is a resident of New York nozzle | have 
had occasion to see him several times and | know there was a lot of speculation as to mr. Rockefeller 
Governor Rockefeller said he believed that mr. Nixon wanted to be a candidate | don't think he was right on 
two occasions | say was and | say it advisedly and on two occasions | had the opportunity to talk at some 
length with mr. Nixon and he pointed out at that time that to become president of the United States or to 
become a candidate for the nomination you must set up at least approximately a year in advance a very 
strong organization you must set up a staff that will handle your public image that will make contact with 
radio and television and the newspapers that will go working among the party people throughout the country 
he talked at great length about this and he pointed out that he had no such staff had nobody on his payroll in 
these areas and that his feelings were definitely that he did not intend being a candidate in 1964 for that 
nomination this was interesting though Jim we talked about 1968 actually we didn't talk about it I've talked 
about it and he said | can only speak so far as 1964 is concerned but when you get into the history of the 
presidency you discover that perhaps mr. Nixon's lack of interest was tiredness disillusionment it might also 
have been the fact that there have been very little success on the part of anybody who tried to replace a 
incumbent president seeking his second term in this century it only happened with mr. Taft is the only time 
the presidency 
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Taft is the only time the presidency there for the nomination didn't look very attractive all of the eyes were in 
favor of the incumbent who is no longer president due to his very sad death now it might be that mr. Nixon 
and others perhaps governor Scranton and Governor Romney when they get over the shock of this tragic 
occurrence and start to think in normal terms might think well maybe a Republican can now do it this this is 
again | emphasize that this is no disrespect to mr. Kennedy's recent death but these are unavoidable 
speculations but Joe didn't mr. Nixon himself suggest that perhaps mr. Scranton might emerge now dad this 
is before this tragic event but still he was there speculating in this area yes mr. Scranton mr. Romney and 
also general Lucius clay was one person he mentioned prominently but he also said that if these people are 
going to seek out the nomination you don't have to say you're a candidate if traditional in the United States 
not - until a certain time but the organization has to be created none of these people up to this time has 
created such an organization perhaps perhaps now they'll be more interested we don't Know but now what 
do you think journalist is going to mean in terms of various people entering the primaries around the country | 
don't think anybody really knows yet the there is still ample time so far as primaries are concerned | | think 
that the interesting thing will be to see if anybody can persuade any of these other people to start an 
organization the Republican Party is | think found itself an unfortunate position up until now in that it had two 
men representing within Republican ranks extreme | mean certain that was an American ranks but they were 


faced with only two choices governor rockefeller on the so-called liberal side senator Goldwater on the so- 
called conservative side and no other alternatives the this may give the opportunity to people who are 
interested in the welfare of the 
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are interested in the welfare of the party and who have been we know that who have been looking for an 
alternative you mentioned governor Scranton Pennsylvania Governor Romney of Michigan both men 
considered in between these two this this may be at we this may be the impetus of course we're purely in the 
area of speculation there's something going on and I'm sure that we ought to making a switch right now 
pandemonium has broken loose here in the basement of Dallas Police Headquarters now whether the bullet 
literally hit Oswald or not we are not absolutely positive but there has been a gunshot oswald reached for his 
stomach doubled up it'll be impossible to determine whether he was hit or not did you see whether or not he 
was it he was hit let's grab herself on the side and fell to the ground that was my or the crying we were what 
four feet away five feet in front of him when they shot what is your name Frank Johnson and you're with me 
UPI he did grab his stomach I saw yes then | from the side Lee Oswald obviously has been shot the 
witnesses around us here seem to confirm that it happened so fast and with such suddenness as you can 
understand it is virtually impossible to determine the directions from which the bullet came although police 
obviously in a rather excited state are attempting to determine where the shot came from captain captain 
captain no didn't tell me your name yeah this is 
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no didn't tell me your name yeah this is I'm Jeff Edwards from khj radio in Los Angeles did you see it yeah |

Dallas Police Headquarters in the basement we're in this story which has been so unreal from the very 
beginning as Lee Oswald 24 years old was attempting to move through a crowd to the armored car where he 
wants to be transferred to the Dallas County Jail as Oswald came out he was asked did you 
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as Oswald came out he was asked did you shoot the president or something along those lines and at that 
hour at that moment at that instant sometime about 11:15 in Dallas someone walked up to a point-blank 
range fired into his stomach an ambulance now here this will be the ambulance to take Leon to wherever he 
will receive medical treatment [Music] it is almost unbelievable it's almost unbelievable this is the end of them 
if you can get back to us TV as horizontal no look do you have the man who fired we have a man yes the 
back of the ambulance has been open policeman detectors are now standing cordoned off here comes a

blacking the exit of the ambulance which has been taken to a hospital captain where will he be taken you

Oswald has been wounded as and in the road to Parkland Hospital where President Kennedy died as you 
can well imagine the events that have happened here in front of our cameras and I'm sure some of you have 
seen them and still deny believe me we are not going to have a replay of this all right now by videotape you 
will see again the dramatic events as Lee Oswald was being transferred to an armored car for transportation 
to Dallas County Jail here is that videotape that is convenient Korea Oh play back to be cute stay with me 
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so here we are again where it is so quiet now could you tell me officer you're a detective are you a detective 
yes | am we were standing right there when I was trying to get the press out of the way so we can get to the 
car that's the reason | couldn't see what took place now the manner of pulling together eyewitnesses and 
people those of us who were literally here in watching are not sure what we saw except we do know this that 
Lee Oswald has been taken to Parkland Hospital in an ambulance the ambulance was delayed because of 
the armored car the armored car which was to have taken him to Dallas County Jail police tell us that they 
have one man in custody a man who is known locally and will try to pick up some of the Condors my first any 
one of those to make coming back up camera Oh McGee's got him over camera because | have to help hold 
that camera and he started off it went into the crowd over there the camera never was hooked up and this 
man came from behind behind this camera are from this corner and you stole that other crack he came

unbelievable incredible Lee Oswald the man charged with assassinating the President of the United States 
himself before our very eyes was shot by a man who leapt out of that green bar down there apparently over 
the rail into the crowd through the reporters directly at Oswald who was standing just about right here where | 
am it happened so fast no one really knows what happened but here we have a further report not in this car if 
the man upstairs in the sale as far as | know he's either in the jail our captain Fritz is imagine that you have to 
be in jail do you know this subject you know it have you seen him yes | did yes he prom down yes when | 
couldn't say oh well you can't release the name now but do you know what kind of business he happens to

immediately down the rail to assist the officers officer do you know this in the line of duty or in another way 
sir | wouldn't want to say known to you as a police officer and not | was a police officer that is you as a 
hostage no yes once he connected in any way with this Howard | don't know and you seen him here in the 
building before the shot was fired no sir and could you outline briefly some of the security precautions that 
were taken immediately before these have yes sir we would thoroughly search the basement we had 
searched even the cars up on top of the pipes and things that a person might conceal himself there was 
about this scene to 20 man that had searched this place prior to 30 minutes in fact searched it twice about an 
hour before and then 30 minutes before many officers approximately what you say about 20 
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armed with guns yes sir son few a month you were in the sky before in here no sir today no sir is there 
anything else that you possibly might tell us about him and | know that at the present time you're bound and

John Connelly would made a statement when we heard 
the word that he had been shot all the reporters rushed around to the emergency entrance room at Parkland 
just as Oswald was brought up as the ambulance backed up to the unloading dock the reporters shoved 
towards the back of the ambulance police had to fight to keep them away from the back the door was 
opened Oswald was pushed out on the stretcher his shirt was rolled halfway up his stomach to his chest as | 
saw his face it was gray and ashen he did not look good at all his condition has not been stated yet he is in 
emergency here at Parkland Hospital he has not been moved to any operating room as far as | know at this 
time he was still an emergency he is completely closed off reporters are not permitted in the fact they are 
working on him right now that is a report from Roger ready at Parkland Hospital | understand that also 
standing by in Dallas is calm Perriman a reporter for WFAA who has been right on top of this case - | believe 
we do have an identification of the man who shot Lee Harvey Oswald and I'm going to give you one line of 
report on that now and | think before | give you that line I'm going to switch directly to Tom Perriman at the 
Dallas police station police headquarters the man who did the shooting is identified by police as a Jack Ruby 
owner of two Dallas strip clubs as was reported Oswald was shot in 
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clubs as was reported Oswald was shot in the upper stomach with a snub nose revolver police like a fact 
were on Rudi he who has been taken into questioning Tom Perry man of Dallas Police Headquarters that 
was Tom Perriman at Dallas Police Headquarters identifying the man who just a few minutes ago shot and 
seriously one apparently seriously wounded we don't actually know the extent of the wound shot and 
wounded Lee Harvey Oswald the man who is accused of assassinating President Kennedy Tom Pettit of 
NBC News was at the scene when this event took place he was actually on the air on television at the time 
that the man was shot television viewers actually saw this my small man described as a small elderly man 
leaped forward through the crowd placed a revolver in Oswald's stomach and pull the trigger they actually 
saw to the police officers who were attending Oswald leap on this man take him into custody they wrestled 
him to the ground and then they started trying to move him back the assailant of Oswald Boswell back into 
the office from whence Oswald came and we're going to be back with more of this report after a moment Jim

rushed to Parkland Hospital we heard from Roger ready at Parkland Hospital in Dallas that Oswald had been 
moved to the emergency room there he was undergoing emergency surgery of some sort it was ironic that 
our reporter Roger Reddy was at the hospital to get a report there on the condition of Texas Governor 
Connally who was wounded at the time that President Kennedy was shot and killed by the man who they 
believe the man who isn't has been wounded now to recap the situation after that shot was fired that you 
heard and after the announcer talked about it immediately a wild scene developed in the basement of City 
Hall at one point detectives and police officers trying to get the wounded turncoat back into the booking office 
jammed themselves in the doorway and could not move police chief Jesse curry said he was preparing a 
statement we heard Curry briefly talking describing what was happened happening and what had happened 
at first police chief curry said that he knew the man but could not identify and we have her had an identity

scene and there were a great many reporters in that crowded basement at City Hall as they were moving 
Oswald out and all of them said that they didn't know this man and | heard one reporter ask another one was 
he one of us going back to Oswald himself as he was brought out by the police officers he was walking 
quietly between them he was dressed in a pair of black trousers of tan shirt and a black sweater after the 
shot sounded we heard the shot he made no great sound he fell to the floor clutching his side below the rich 
ribcage and his slightest eylandt was immediately leaped upon by police officers and wrestled back into the 
back room this elderly man described as an elderly man wearing a grey suit man known as Jack Ruby a 
Dallas nightclub owner it was not actually known immediately how or why he happened to be present in the 
basement but eyewitnesses said they saw him leap over a railing from behind a green car that was parked 
outside of the police of the City Hall basement and leap over a barricade and we saw him actually rush up

a back room while they were waiting for an ambulance to carry him back out again they then carried Oswald 
out of the back room on a stretcher and Tom Pettit at that time said that Oswald looked very quiet and very 
gray as this stretcher was being placed in the ambulance they then had some trouble actually moving the 
ambulance out of the basement area behind City Hall because of an armored car that was parked in the way 
there was some little time elapsed between the time that they placed the ambulance in the armored car and 
then allowed the ambulance the stretcher in the ambulance and then moved the armored car out of the way 
to allow the ambulance to proceed to Parkland Hospital in Dallas at this moment we know not a great deal 
more about the condition of Lee Harvey Oswald we have heard from Roger ready that he's lowa who let me

and officials have been held back the pandemonium that

Connally says that they did not want any knowledge at this point of the fact to get to Governor Connally they 
don't want to get near them in any way they are keeping dues and as much of the information away from 
governor and mrs. Connolly as possible they expect that he will be moved depending on his condition which 
is still to be determined these both at the hospital have not given us this yet it is due to come out shortly that 
is a report from Roger ready at Parkland Hospital in Dallas we were just talking about him and he was ready 
there to give us that further report it is really ironic but as all these events are taking place really staggering 
events are taking place in Dallas the place where President Kennedy was shot to death on Friday just 48 
hours ago right at this moment in our nation's capitol the procession is moving from the White House to the 
Capitol carrying the body of President Kennedy from his first resting place in the East Room a wing of the 
White House to the Capitol itself we are not ready to go to Washington at this time for a report on that these 
developments are coming so fast and her of such staggering proportions that it is almost difficult to 
determine where to move next to bring you the complete story we can on the developments of this day | think 
that at the moment all of us are still interested in what has happened in Dallas we don't know we know the 
identification of the man who shot Lee Harvey Oswald we know him as an elderly nightclub owner named 
Jack Ruby we have had no further report on why he as an individual should have taken it upon himself to 
attempt to take the life of the man who killed President Kennedy | believe that | heard Tom Pettit say that the 
man as he stepped up to Oswald said 
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the man as he stepped up to Oswald said are you the guy are you the man who shot the president that was 
the only quotation that | heard directly from the man who shot Oswald shortly after that the shot was fired 
which you have heard and then the pandemonium broke loose in the basement of City Hall where Lee 
Harvey Oswald was shot we're still waiting for confirmation of that line - from Tom on the scene and from 
others the irony piles upon irony in this situation Dallas was worried we were told about its image despite the 
fact that it is a conservative town and this man who did the shooting Oswald allegedly did the shooting 
reportedly did the shooting of the president was supposed to be a communist sympathizer and so admitted 
we find today last night and today that they were worried about their image there well what does this do for 
the Dallas image - well | think Joel it and despite the nature of these dramatic events in Dallas | think that 
really the basic interest is in Washington where our great president is being honored now and let's switch to 
Robert McCormick in Washington the funeral cortege for the president is forming up now in the North Portico 


of the White House and we will join our reporter Herbert Kaplow who is already on the scene the coffin 
bearing President Kennedy is still inside of the White House we'll be taken out and placed on a caisson in 
just a few minutes the caisson has been drawn up in front of the North Portico at the head of the semicircular 
highway driveway drawn as his customary by seven matched grey horses six of them with riders from the 
third Infantry Regiment honor guard the caisson in stark black only the hubcaps gold on the two large wheels 
drawing the

gold on the two large wheels drawing the carriage president and mrs. Johnson both in the sombre black of 
the occasion arrived here at twenty minutes of one Washington time walked up the five steps of the raised 
portico and entered through the glass tin vestibule which is draped in the morning black just a few moments 
ago the late President Kennedy's brother-in-law sergeant Shriver stepped into the glassed-in vestibule 
immediately in front of the entrance looked around and has now stepped back into the Executive Mansion 
through the columns bordering the portico we can see thousands of people gathered on the wide six lane 
Pennsylvania Avenue stretching in front of this side of the White House they're standing under a bright Sun 
with temperature however a chilly 50 to 55 degrees in the Sun waiting quietly relatively little movement on 
the portico the stretch of marble leading between the doorway on the top of the steps is flanked by eight 
enlisted men due from the air force from the army a Marine Corps the Navy the Coast Guard and standing 
up Off to one side each one on a descending step the Chiefs of Staff I'm going to interrupt I'm sorry Robert

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Peter garlic assistant administrator at Parkland says that Lee Oswald has now been taken from the 
emergency room trauma room number two to surgery apartment on the second floor of the building the 
condition report is that he is very very serious unofficially mister gallic said that he looked critical he was in 
very bad condition he was unconscious he was shot once below the heart on the left side in the upper left 
chest he is currently in shock as we said being moved now to surgery on the second floor of Parkland 
Hospital that was a condition report from Roger ready at Parkland Hospital in Dallas we interrupted Herbert 
capitals report on the procession moving from the moving from the White House to the Capitol and allow us 
to go back now to Washington a horrible tragic series of events the body is to be taken on the case on one 
point eight miles to the capital where the public can view it today or tomorrow it will be a return to the White 
House but just momentarily and then taken to st. Matthew's Cathedral for the final church rites as mrs. 
Kennedy attorney general Kennedy many of the world leaders the national leaders will follow it on foot about 
the mile to the Cathedral after the services they're ending about one o'clock Washington time Eastern 
Standard Time motor procession will follow the hearse burying the remains of President Kennedy to 
Arlington National Cemetery across the Potomac River in arlington virginia

plunder after the casket is placed the board the caisson there are seven horses which draw the caisson 
which is the normal complement for hooking up the horses to a heavy field piece carriage one of the horses 
there's no rider belief going back to primitive times the horse ridden by the fallen leader if it were to be 
sacrificed the spirit of the horse would follow its master here on the portico temperature is abiding 42 
degrees or so we are standing in the shade about 20 feet from the doorway through which the casket will be 
drawn 
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
